There were over 68,000 bales ot 


cotton ginned In thla county prior 
to December 13, according to th'fc 
government report and with the 
bolliee coining In Slowly the to* 
tal is expected to run 67,000 or 
68,000 only about 2000 below the 
predicted 70,000 for the 
county. 


Cotton prices wore not what were 
expected but the farmers in this 
county aro in much better condi- 
tion than in other "places.

TRIAL MADE FOR 


MAJHEPARD 


TOPEKA, Dec. 30.—(/P)—Motions 


for a new trial and arrest of 
judgment' were 
filed 
with 
the 
clerk of the federal district court 
here today in behalf of Major 
Charles A. Shepard, army medical 
corps officer stationed at Denver 
who was convicted by a jury 
eight days ago of the poison mur- 
der of his wife at Fort Riley, Kas., • 
in Juno, 1929. 
Court attaches Said the motions, 


filed 'by Major Shepard's attor- 
neys, would be heard by Judge 
Richard J. Hopkins, Feb. 2, the 
date fixed for passing of sen- 
tence. The trial jury recommend- 
ed life imprisonment in returning 
its verdict at Kansas Cltv, Kas., 
Dec. 22, after a prolonged trial. 
Major Shepard is-at liberty un- 


der $20,000 bond. 
The motion in arrest of Judg- 
ment was baaed on contentions 
that on the fact of the record, 
the 
pleading and the 
evidencs, 
"there is insufficient evidence to 
sustain or support a verdict of 
'guilty' and the verdict of the jury 
is contrary "to, the uncontradicted 
evidence in the case."

WAS ACTIVTTN COUNCILS 


OF DEMOCRATIC PARTY 


FOR MANY YEARS 


WASHINGTON,

.Hugh Campbell Wallace, former 
ambassador to France, died today. 
He was 67. 


Heart disease, with which Mr. 
Wallace had been afflicted for some 
time, was the cause of death. He 
had been confined to bed for sev- 
eral weeks. 


Mrs. Wallace and a niece who re- 
sides in Paris, France, were with 
him at the end. 


Born at Lexington, Missouri, Mr. 


Wallace was active in councils of 
the democratic party ^, for 
many 


years. 


He never sought public office. 


His public service consisted of two 
years as receiver of public moneys 
of Utah, to which he was appoint- 
ed by President Cleveland, and as 
United States ambasador to France 
from 1919 to 1921, to which post 
he was named by President Wil- 
son.The

Countess De Luppe. 
Mrs. Wallace was before 
her 
marriage Mildred Fuller, daugh- 
ter of Chief Justice Fuller. For 
many years they made their home 
in Tac'oma. A son, Melville W. F. 
Wallace of Colorado, also surviv- 
es.On his last visit to France, 
the former ambassadoi presented 
to the American embassy in Paris 
a 
valuable 
collection of books 
on 
Franco-American 
relations.

Active in councils of the demo- 
cratic party'for many years, Hugh 
Campbell Wallace was said to have 
entered politics merely for 
the

quently offered to him, he consist- 
ently refused to run for office. He 
public service consisted 
of -two 
years as receiver of public moneys 
of Utah, to which he was appoint- 
ed by President Cleveland, and as

Ambassador 
to 
France from 1919 to 1921, to which 
post he was named by President 
Wilson. 
Mr. Wallace was elected a mem- 


ber 
of the 
democratic national 


committee 
from 
Washington 
in 


1892 and again in 1890, but resign- 
ed before completing his second 
term. 
He was elected again in 


1916. 
He was chosen frequently 


as delegate to the democratic na- 
tional conventions and took an ac- 
tive part in the campaigns of 1912 
and 1916 in which Woodrow Wil- 
son was elected president. During 
the Wilson administration it was 
said that Mr. Wallace was closer 
to the president than any other 
westerner and in a sense was an 
adviser of the president on affairs 
concerning the western part of the 
country.

Born at Lexington, Mo., Feb. 10 


1863, Mr. Wallace was educated in 
public and private schools there. 
He had resided since 1887 at Ta- 
coma, Wash., where he was prom- 
inent in real estate and banking. 
During the rush to the Klondike 


gold fields in 1897 Mr. Wallace 
.organized 
the 
Washington and 


Alaska Steamship company. Later 
with his brother he organized the 
Fidelity Trust Company of Taco- 
ma, which was consolidated with 
bank of California in 1919. 
January 5, 1881, Mr. Wallace 


married Mildred Fuller, daughter 
of Melville W. Fuller, late Chief 
Justice of the United States. Mr. 
Wallace was a member of a num-
